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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of West Rutland ; 

Your Selectmen have drawn eighty-sis 'orders the past 
year as follows: General account sixty- three, on special 
account two, on highway account ten and on liquor agency * 
account eleven. 


GENERAL ACCOUNT. 

Sixty-three orders drawn on general account amount to 
$8,967.86 ; of this amount the Overseer’s salary, amount- 
ing to $480.00 and the insurance on town farm property ! 
amount to $147.94, are properly chargeble to expenditures 
on account of the poor. Interest on the town bonds amount- 
ing to $875.00 and interest on the United States surplus 
fund to $289. 91, are large expenditures which the previous » 
board did not have to make. These items together with * 
$226.75, paid as salaries to the town officers of the previous 
year, amount to 82,019.60 ; deducting this from the 
$2,967.85 it leaves $948.15, which is the amount your 
Selectmen expended in running town affairs, and this 
amount includes money paid for work done by the listers 
and all damages on account of sheep being killed by dogs. 

SPECIAL ACCOUNT. 

Order No, 12 was paid in accordance with the vote of 
the town, and out of money raised by bonds for the pur- 
pose, and the bills are all on file in the town clerk’s office 
for the inspection of taxpayers. Order No. 13 was not 
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really an expenditure, but a transfer of money from gen- 
eral account to school fund account, as the school fund 
was not kept separate last year, 

HIGHWAY ACCOUNT. 

In expending the highway money, your Selectmen ha ire 
endeavored to put on sufficient material to make perma- 
nent roads, but as many roads in the town, especially in the 
northern part, have not been repaired for a great many 
years, until this year, and will not need repairing for some 
years to come,’ we think that the town is now ready to^ 
build some permanent roads, and would advise the com pie* 
tion of small sections each year in a manner that would not 
necessitate future repairs. 

The piece of road built by the Clarendon & Pittsford R. 
R. Co,, and accepted by the previous board, has been a source 
of great*trouble and expense, and will be for some years to 
Come, unless a very large amount is expended at once* 
Much fault has been found that we have not kept that 
piece of road in better order, but it is much easier to find 
fault than to accomplish what we wished, ffo wall can bo 
built there without enormous expense that will keep the 
earth from falling into the road. The highway cannot be 
raised at that point without spoiling the usefulness of the 
Board man crossing, and we see no other way to do than to* 
keep that piece of road passable until the bank is sloped 
sufficiently to prevent further caving, 

TOWN LIQUOR AGENCY. 

When the board came into office, the town liquor agent 
had liquors on hand valued at 3830,66 and was owing for 
liquor 31*063.98, As will be seen by the town liquor 
agent's report printed elsewhere, there is now on hand 
liquors valued at 3728.56 and all bills on liquor agents 
account are paid. 
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HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 

The bridge in Whipple Hollow has been practically re- 
built as has also the Chauncy Gorham bridge. Smith 
street, near the Smith & McGary quarry, which was laid 
out some years ago but never worked, has been put into 
serviceable shape, and Marble street has been widened to 
complete the work begun last year. 

THE TOWN FARM AND TOWN POOR, 

As will be seen by the Overseer's report printed elsewhere, 
the town poor expenses have been very heavy the past year, 
especially those upon the town farm, .Your selectmen do 
not think that this is so much the fault of the late Over- 
seer as of the system upon which it has been customary to 
conduct that branch of town affairs, but it is readily seen 
that 33,330>29 is a very large expenditure for the support 
of the thirteen paupers upon the town farm, and after 
deducting from that amount the produde sold by the farm 
and the wood and coal supplied the outside poor which is 
included in that amount, it will be seen that the cost of 
the poor of the town farm has been over &2GO.OO apiece, or 
twice as much as it should be under, a proper system. 
While your Selectmen believe that all ftke deserving poor 
could receive proper assistance and while they appreciate 
that in a manufacturing town the poor expenses will 
always be a prominent item, they believe that under a dif- 
ferent system, the cost of the poor could he materially 
decreased, and at the same time, that those deserving town 
aid should be as well taken care of as under the method 
which has prevailed in the past. They therefore recom- 
mend that the taxpayers of the town do elect as overseer 
of the poor, the board of Selectmen, and that if necessary 
they instruct the board to make a contract with some 
responsible party, who can give bonds, and let that party 
take the town farm and take care of the inmates of the 
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town house. The present board also believes that as a mat- 
ter of economy some of the outside poor who have received 
regular assistance from the town in the past, should be 
removed to the town farm, where they can in a great meas- 
ure earn their own living, and relieve the town from the 
necessity of hiring outside help to do the necessary work on 
the farm* In conclusion your Selectmen would say that 
while they have not been able to accomplish all they would 
have desired, they have sought to use the town’s money 
with the same economy and care as they would if it were 
their own*

Owing to the decease of Overseer Quinlan, it is perhap 9 
unnecessary to attach much of a preamble to the report I 
herewith present for your perusal and inspection. As will 
he seen the orders drawn by your overseer amount to 
$4,824, 20, to which add his salary, $480, which makes the 
t iai expense of running the poor the past year $5,304,20, 
The cost of maintaining the outside poor the past year 
■mounts to 81,973.91, leaving the cost of running the poor 
farm 83,330-29. I, as acting overseer, have given but a few 
orders for the month of February, 1889, whi#h complete 
the poor orders to March 1, 1S89, The orders given by 
rne on the town treasurer were Contracted by and are 
included in Overseer Quinlan's report. The cost of main- 
taining the farm is large, as all can see, but as I have been 
connected with the office only a short time, I can find no 
explanation, having nothing to go by except said overseer's 
report and would earnestly reeonimend a change in the 
m an ti er of co n d u cti n g tb e b usi i j ess con n e cted with th e poor 
farm, as considerable trouble and expense are incurred in 
gelling together all bills and documents connected with 
said farm, 1 might say here *tbat the Selectmen have 
allowed me $22.50 for my salary as acting overseer for 
one month and a half, which has been deducted from the 
salary paid to Overseer Quinlan, though it does not mate- 
rially alter the expense. 1 have given the farm credit also 
for butter sold to Parker & Thrall, $10.56 and to A, &; F* 
Fish $12.28, a total of $22. 84 which has been paid by credit 
on overseer’s orders,

School Superintendent’s Report . 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of West Rutland : 

In accordance with custom, I submit the following report 
of our schools and their work during the past year : 

There are six districts* numbered still as they were when 
the town was a part of Rutland, in which there are thirteen 
schools with fourteen teachers. 

In district No. 6 M iss M. C. Ward well has been employ 
the entire year. She has proved herself an earnest, thor- 
ough teacher. Good order has been maintained and the 
pupils have made steady progress in their studies. The 
number enrolled is 58. 

In all the other schools except the highest department 
in district No. 21 the same teachers have been employed as 
in the year before, and it is needless to say that all have been 
doing good work, showing the wisdom of retaining teachers 
when good ones have been secured. 

In the highest department of district No. 21 Miss Ada 
Griswold was employed as principal during the spring term. 
During the fall and winter terms Mr, Z. 0. Hinds has been 
the principal. Mr. Hinds has shown that he is a fine disci- 
plinarian, an apt and faithful teacher, who, with his able 
assistant, Miss Jennie Moloney, will elevate the school, if 
properly sustained by the patrons, as no doubt he will be. 

The secondary department has been under the Continued 
instruction of Mrs. M. L. Morris, with whose earnest, enthu- 
siastic work all the patrons of the department are acquainted. 

The primary department has had the continued care of 
Mrs. Helcu Pish Harris, who, Jthough she has had from sev- 
enty to eighty pupils in a room which might conveniently 
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seat forty, has done a good work and the pupils have stead- 
ily advanced. The number enrolled in the district in 236. 

In Central district Miss Flora Griswold has continued 
her work from last year ably and effectively. Number 
enrolled is 75. 

In district No. 7 the same teachers have been employed 
for two or more years. They are Mr. Philip Fitzsimmons, 
Miss Mary Rourke and Miss Belle Oarmody in the male 
departments ; in the female departments Miss Julia Barry, 
Miss MaryGolfin and Miss Nellie Hanley.* All are critical, 
thorough teachers, doing good work. Number enrolled in 
the district is 370, 

In district No, 8 Miss Nellie Rourke has been retained 
two years and is doing good service. Number enrolled is 35, 

In district No, 9 Miss Kate Lamb has taught for several 
years, which tells the story of her good work. Number 
enrolled is 27. 

The whole number enrolled in town the past year is 801. 

In regard to our school houses, nft one is a credit to the 
town, and not one so poor but that earnest pupils can 
acquire a good common education and fit themselves for 
good citizenship. 

In district 21 the people have waked up to the impor- 
tance of having better accommodations, and will soon have 
one of the finest houses in the State. 

It is hoped that the other districts will at least soon give 
the schools better furniture and apparatus.
